an opportunity to get a g itnpse of tbe 
deferdant. 


We b*l:eve that the mignet whSer- 


drew such large crowds to tbe couri 
bcuse was rot merely morbid curiosity, 
but that the c'tizeis realizid the 
enormity of the crime which had beer 
committed, belicv d the prisorer waf 
guilty, and, thinking that he was B 
dangerous man to be set free, werf 
solicitous that he should receive his- 
j ist dues. That is the reason so msny 
persons watch" d the prceeedings with 
almott breathless interest 


The case was most ably bandied bj 


counsel for both sides. The chain o 
circumstantial 
evidence, 
skilfulh 


forged, link by link, by the prosecu- 
tion, was complete and convincing 
There was not a single fliw in it. Tbi 
defendant's 
attorneys did all thej 


could for their client, and, as the court 
slid, in p-onoincing sentence upon 
tbe prisoner, Messrs McNamara anr 
Henderson conducted the defense witb 
great skill acd sonid judgment. They 
succeeded in cutting off several years 
of the sentence imposed upon their 
client. 


A pathetic feature of the trial was 


the loyalty of Cooper's wife, who was 
•with h'm all the time. Cooper's sis- 
ter also remained at his side duriog 
the week. Their fealty touched a 
tender chord in the hearts of tbe spec- 
tators.

munity goes cut to these brave B cmei 
who passed through, the trying ordea 
in a way that commands th° mos' 
profcuad respect.

I am 
cot acquainted with Mr. Cooper. Saw 
him at Mr. Reynolds' cffice, also a'

Saw him at

dark. Beegle and Stiver were at the 
jiil.RobertBurket, of Glen Campbell:— 
I was in town when Cooper was arrest- 
ed. I saw him; he looked tired and 
worn out; looked as if he had not beer. 
shaved for a week or more; he was con- 
siderably darker arc und the nose and 
eyes; looked like coal tust in the pores 
of the skin. He was darker than I had 
ever seen him before. 


Officer Ssmael F. Stiver, of Bedford, 


was called and corroborated the state- 
ments made by William J D'.eh). 


James Corboy, of Bedford:- I was in 


Bedford on the d»y of the shooting; 
went to Mt. Dallas in that day witb 
C. Beegle and my son Giorge. and on 
Sunday following went through fields 
where there were traiks 
Stiver, Wil- 


liam Forney and Harry Clark werf 
with me. We examined the tracks. 
We had the shoes of Mr. Cooper with 
us. The tracks were plain in the corn 
and plowed fields. The break in the 
shoes worn by Cooper on that day tal- 
lied exactly with tbe marks in th< 
ground. I put the shoes in the track1 
40 or 50 times. The shoes (the ones 
Cooper wore) went through that eirr 
fi Id. We examined the tracks down 
through the meadow and where he 
crossed the stream and there, too, the 
tracks were of these shoes. 


Willism Forney:—I live one m'lf

C B. Gump, of Everett:—I am en gag- 


ed in the furniture business. I sav\ 
William Fry's body at the undertaker's 
office. 
He had dark paste on his face; 


it had a peculiar odor about it, some- 
thing like ether. 


D S. (Jump, of Everett:—I am an un- 


dertaker, 
1 brought Fry's 
body 


from Mt.Dallas to my officejhc had dark, 
shiny, greasy paste on his face of a 
very peculiar odor; smelt very much 
like tne stufi you have there (meaning 
Lhe stuS Cooper ordered). I n moved 
the beard and cap from Fry's head and 
face.

get off his face; he had on two pairs of 
pints, the outside ones were light, the 
others dark. 


William Lauder, of Riddlesbnrg:—I

Charles Baegle's house, and that Mr 
Beegle had taken them out of Cooper's 
pickets. They had large, dark brown 
stains on them. 


C D. Beegle, recalled.—William Fry 


had black stuff on his face, had that 
cap and beard on (meaning ones in 
evidence). 
Cooper asked me on the 


way to the jail if Mr Souder hao 
recognized him as the man that did 
the shooting. I told him I did not 


Corboy, recalled:—I knew 


I recognized his pants and even his 
shoes. I had a conversation with Coop- 
er. He said he was going to learn 
William how to make money quick; he 
was not a smart boy, lie could write 
but could not read. I was home when 
Cooper, Sleek and Hughes cams. On 
Tuesday William said Cooper wanted 
him to go on a trip with him; dinner 
was ready, William wanted me to go 
and get his shoes; said he was in a 
hurry; he said I am afraid I will miss 
Cooper; did not see him until Friday 
dinner; he said he was at Saxton, 
Marklesburg and Riddlesbnrg with 
Cooper; said Cooper was collecting 
money. Came to Mt. Dallas with Coop- 
er; he said Mr. Cooper had no money 
to pay their fare any farther. William 
said he told Cooper he would jump a 
freight and go to Bedford. 
Cooper 


told uim if he did Beegle would pull 
him. William left Cooper at Mt. Dal 
las; he said Cooper was hard up and I 
am afraid be will get me into bad com 
pany. William got on a freight and 
came to Lutzvilie. He said he paid 
his way from Lutzville on the pas- 
senger train to Bedford; he said he 
and Cooper were going on another trip 
Friday night; he said he promised to 
meet Cooper; said he felt very bad; 
had laid out all night before; he left 
home about 7 o'clock Friday evening. 
I told him he had better stay at home. 
He said if he had not 
promised 


cooper to go with him he would not go; 
he said he would be home on Saturday. 
He said : Pap, I am afraid Cooper is 
getting hard up and he will lead me 
into bad company. 


Miss Susan Cook:—I was at Samuel 


Fry's house on Friday. I saw William; 
he showed me the black whiskers and 
he put them on, told me he got them 
from Mr. Cooper; he said they belong- 
ed to Cooper. 


Mrs. D. B. Evans:—I live in Bed- 


ford. I know Mr. Cooper and knew 
William Fry. I was at the station 
Friday evening, September 13 I saw 
Mr. Cooper and William Fry. They 
vvere between the water tank and the 
depot, both were together, talking, be- 
fore the train came in. It was about 
15 minutes of eight o'clock. 
I have 


Known Mr. Cooper since March. 


Harry Isett, recalled:—I stayed 


with Cooper until June. On Septem- 
ber 14 I was in Pleasantville. 
I am 


working for Walter Moore. Mr. Coop- 
dr had a revolver in June. 
It was a 


38 calibre, self action; he kept it in the 
oack office. 
He is a married man, has 


oo children. I got a letter from him a 
short time before the shooting. I de- 
stroyed it. I think it was the Satur- 
day before tbe shooting. 
He said I 


knew things and if anything should 
turn up I was never to reveal it. He 
said everything was ready to transact 
in a short time. I came with him 
from Everett, one day, came up the 
oack road; he said I could make money 
a great deal easier than by labor; he 
said we could make a haul from Souder 
at Riddlesburg; we could hold him up, 
take the money and drive across the 
bridge into the mountain 
He told 


me this last June. I quit him about 
two days afterward; he said I never 
was to reveal anything. At this point 
the commonwealth rested. Court ad- 
journed to meet Friday morning at

William Fry. Saw Fry in company 
with Cooper three or four times, twice 
at Cooper's office, once at the fair 
ground and once at Fry's home. We 
were at the fair ground one Sunday 
afternoon about a month or so before 
this trouble. 


Sa muel Fry:—I live in Bedford. I am 


the father of William Fry, the boy that 
was shot at Mt. Dallas. I know George 
B. Cooper, the defendant. Have known 
him for four or five months. I was at 
the railroad on Monday before the 
scooting. I saw Cooper at the rail- 
road. He asked ma where William 
was. I told him 1 did not know. 1 
asked him if he wanted to see him. He 
said, 1 will see him. He said he and 
William were going to take a trip and 
if any one should ask for them I 
should say it was none of their busi- 
ness. 
William went down street on 


Tuesday; he came homa about 11 
o'clock; he went down after dinner; 


opening speech in behalf of the de- 
fendant, m which he stated that he 
wonld show and prove that the de- 
fendant, George B. Cooper, was in Bed- 
ford on Saturday, September 14, at 
10 o'clock, the time, or thereabout, of 
the hold-up, or robbery, at Mfi-Ballas, 
and also that the wigs, &3., were^pur- 
chased for William Fry; also that the 
eoat in evidence was not worn by the 
defendant on that day. 


William Cromwell:—I live across the 


street from Mr. Cooper, corner Pitt and 
East streets. First met,-.Copper in 
April or March; was never in his house 
or he in my house. I saw Cooper on 
September 14 between 4 and 5 o'clock. 
I was at home. My little boy told me 
that Cooper was coming up the road. 
I went down to the foundry and sat 
down. In a short time W. C. Lutz 
came along. We were talking about 
the robbery at Mt. Dallas. I then said 
to Mr. Lutz, There comes Cooper. 
Cooper came up and said, Cromwell, 
are those reserved seats ? I said, no; 
jome and sit down. Cooper asked me 
what was good for the diarrhcei. I 
did not say anything. Mr. Lutz told 
Cooper what he had used 
Mr. Cooper 


said to me that John Lesh had told 
him that two men had held up the 
train at Mt. Dallas and that William 
Fry had been shot. I said, Yes, Coop- 
er, as I am a neighbor of yours, I am 
sorry to tell you that they blame you 
He said, Why should they blame me? 
1 said, Because you and Fry have Been 
together a good bit. He said, I have 
not been with him any more than any 
one else. I said, Cooper, the best 
thing that you can do is to give your- 
self up. He said, My God! Why do 
they blame me ? He said he had the 
diarrhcei and was taking a walk; he 
then said he would give himself up 
and go with me. We went right to 
ais home. I went home, put on my 
coat and another pair of shoes Mr. 
Cooper washed himself and put on an- 
other coat. Stiver was not there. He 
took off his clothing, brushed his 
shoes at the end of the porch, then 
Stiver came in. He said, Hello, George. 
I said to Mr. Stiver, Have you a war- 


I did not see any black on his 
His beard looked as if it had

John Lesh :—I live east of Bedford, 


at the Narrows. I saw Cooper on Sep- 
tember 14; met him betweeen Prosser's 
mill and tbe water trough. I said to 
him, Cooper, what are you doipg down 
here? He looked tough, He said, John, 
I am sick; I was just taking a walk. I 
asked him if he was the white man 
that did the shooting. I then told him 
about the shooting and that William 
Fry had been shot. I knew William 
Fry. I saw Fry and a white man to- 
gether several times coming up the 
pike. 
He was a larger man tban 


Cooper 
I have known Cooper for 20 


years. I cannot tell if it was the week 
before or the week of the robbery I 
saw Fry and the white man. The 
white man was a stranger to me. I 
think I told this in Reynolds' office 
Stiver and Beegle were there. I was 
subpoenaed by the commonwealth, but 
was not called. 


Jesse Brown :—I live at the Narrows. 


On September 14 I worked in the fore- 
noon and came to town about half past 
four; saw Cooper on this side of tbe 


port, when about 15 or 16 years'of age. 
I was convicted of the charge of for- 
gery in Luzerne county in April,, 1893, 
ard was sentenced to tbe Eastern peni- 
tentiary in January, 1893^' I have 
been in the sewing machine business, 
kept store, and was appointed justice 
of the peace of Gaysport-borough''by 
Governor Hastings an]d was afterward 
e'eet'ed to the office. I resigned that 
office and came to Bedford. .1 opened 
a sewing machine office in a room in 
the Blymyer building next to Hartley's 
bank; was there until the fire destroy- 
ed that block. I then moved my office 
to the room between Ramsey's shoe 
shop and Dr. Gamp's office. I rented 
the room from Mr. Little. Have been 
there ever since. I did not fire the 
shot at Souder. I am not the man 
that ran up the railroad. I was not 
at Mt. Dallas on Saturday morning. 
I never went up the railroad with a 
colored man. I never was in Saxton 
with Fry. I left Bedford on Wednes- 
day and' drove to Saxton in my ma- 
chine wagon. I ordered those goods 
(referring to the wigs in evidence) for 
William Fry. Letter written by me 
in my cffice by request of Will Fry; no 
one in the office when I wrote the first 
letter. When I wrote the second letter 
Fry and Sleek were in my ofBce I never 
wore those gray whiskers. I did not 
see Fry since Monday before and was 
out of town on Tuesday. I hooked up 
about 7 o'clock and drove to Osterbnrg, 
went to see Mrs. Ickes; she paid me 
Eom». money; then went down Bobb's 
creek, came back to Bedford about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. Q. Why 
did Isett go out of your employment? 
A. On October 13, 1900, I got hurt and 
he was selling machines and making 
collections for me. I found out that 
he had forged my name to several re- 
ceipts which I had to make good. He 
agreed to work the amount out. I 
made a bargain with him that he 
should have all the repair money 
he made, and he was to pay me 
35 per week until all was paid. He 
never settled in full. 
The week 


he quit me I got clothing for him. 
That is the reason he left. I nev- 
er slid anything about a hold-up 
at Riddlesburg. I did not say I would 
kill him. 1 was not at the railroad 
with Fry. Was sick on Friday. I 
started to go a-flshing on Friday morn- 
ing but got sick at Bald Hill and re- 
turned to Bedford. I met Mr. Fore- 
man and came to Bedford with him in 
his buggy. Oa Friday evening I went 
over to the train. Mrs. Cooper was 
away and I expected her home. I did 
not see Fry. I did not go over to see 
if Souder or Kay was on the train. 1 
did not know when they paid their 
men. I did not know Souder came to 
Bedford every two weeks. On Friday 
evening I came over to my office; then 
I went to the bouse, got an old hap, 
&c , to wrap around a machine; ana 
came back.

road; walked out it a piece and then 
took down over the rocks till I came to 
the railroad, below the bridge. I cross- 
ed the bridge and-walked slowly to the 
mountain on the other side and got a 
drink. I came bick about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon. I saw two or three 
little boys at the bridge; gave one ot 
them a peach. I came tarough toil 
gate, saw the young lady at the toll 
gate in the kitchen when I came 
through. 
I came on up the pike and

about the conditions and deaths in the 
concentration camps in South Africa 
The A'ews' statements are sustained 
by official reports, of which our Eng- 
lish contemporary says: 


"They show that the death rate in 


the camps last June was 109 per 1,000 
annually; that it grew to ISO in July; 
that it rose to 314 in August, and that 
it reached the appalling figure of 264 
in September." 


In its issue of tha 10th instant the 


same journal said on this subject: "The 
truth is that the death rate in the 
cctnps is incomparably worse than any- 
thing Africa or Asia can stow. 
There 


is nothing to match it even in the mor- 
tality figures of the Indian famines, 
where cholera and other epidemics have 
to be contended with." 


The London Tn«/i,in commenting on 


the official statistics bearing upon this 
subject, says: 


"In the four months ending Septem- 


ber 30 over 5,300 children died in the 
concentration camps. During this time 
there was a great outcry on the sub- 
ject in Eiglaud, which mast have led 
those in charge to use every possible 
effort to reduce the mortality. Yet in 
September nearly 3,000 children died— 
to be exact, 1,984. Were this rate 
maintained it would mean the death 
of 38,568 children in a year, the rate as 
compared with the number of children 
in camp during September being 433 
per 1,000 per annum. Such figures tell 
their own tale to every man and wo- 
man of ordinary human feeling. To 
attempt to whittle away their signifi- 
cance by special pleading or statistical 
jugglery is as idle as it is offensive." 


Mortality comparisons with the same 


localities before the concentration 
camps were established show an ap- 
palling indifiereace to the cruel fate 
which is the portion of so many of 
those who are forced to live in these 
camps. The death rate in a certain 
eamp is 364 per 1,000, or 343 above the 
normal, at which ratio, it has been as- 
certained, the lives of the entire popu- 
lation of the camp would be snuffed 
out in four years. 
"In the face of 


such an appalling mortality," says the 
editor of Truth, "it is the duty of every 
Englishman, for we are all involved in 
this responsibility, to test the ques- 
tion whether all that humanity and 
forethought suggest has been done. 
On the face of it the figures point to a 
state of things which human agency 
can easily remedy, provided the requi- 
site eflort and the requisite money are 
forthcoming. 
If that is so, the pre- 


ventable deaths of hundreds of women 
and children per month will lie at the 
doors of those—not in South Africa, 
but here at home."

the year from the hardships and suf- 
ferings of a camp life which would be 
fatal even to hardened soldiers if they 
were forced to endure it for any length 
of time.' "

Good For the Skin. 


It is a familiar boast of English peo- 


ple ti.at we are above all others a 
washing nation. Soap and water is a 
standing dish in Great Britain, but so 
little were we disposed to credit the 
habitual cleanliness of foreigners that 
a ijiiH-B of son LI in tbe valise was till re- 
cently tlit' habitual companion of an 
Englishman on his travels. All kinds 
of tliL-orlcs have been raised to account 
for this national tendency to ablution, 
cud most diverse qualities have been 
attributed to its possession. 


TUi' familiarity of islanders with wa- 


ter and tbe use of it occasioned by the 
national custom that led the ancient 
Britons to i>alnt their bodies are sol- 
emnly urged as the foundation of the 
English pi-oneness to washing, and the 
fresh complexions and smootb skins of 
young Englishmen arc held to replace 
the more dusky and hirsute counte- 
nances of the Latin races because of 
their closer and more frequent ac- 
quaintance witli tbe articles of the 
washstaud. 


It is quite obvious that even in Eng- 


land there are people who wash too 
little. It is uot so generally recognized 
that some people wash too much. The 
skin is not well adapted to frequent 
applications of water accompanied by 
even tbe least irritating of soaps. A 
tendency arises to maceration of the 
superficial part of tbe epidermis, which 
Is too frequently removed and occa- 
sions probably too rapid a proliferation 
of the culls of the Mnlpighian layer.

If, In addition, wa 
ter is used in the morning and at night, 
the skin will be kept in a sounder, 
smoother and healthier state than if, 
as is often the case, soap and water are 
used three or four times a clay.

A Central Tlu-orr ol Machine*. 
In tbe Comptes Rendvu of tbe Firlt 


Academy of Sciences II. Koeuigs has 
printed a sketch of a general theory of 
mechanisms. Every machine consists 
of a number of material bodies, re- 
sistances, joined together reciprocally, 
upon which natural forces act to pro- 
duce a desired effect, and the effect 
may be either a state of rest or one of 
motion. The resisting bodies and their 
connections are the mechanism. Its ef- 
lect is uot knowu until we define the 
acting forces. The same machine will 
produce different effects according as 
different forces play upon it. 


Machine? are subject to three ef- 


fects-static when the forces produce 
equilibrium; kinetic when the result Is 
motion, and, finally, dissociative when 
the connections of the machine are 
changed. The latter effect is usually 
not considered, but it is essential to 
take it into account. A machine could 
not be built, in the first place, unless 
it was capcble of dissociation. In some 
machines—locks, for Instance—the parts 
are dissociated every time the appa- 
ratus operates. It is desirable to de- 
sign most machines, however, so that 
the dissociative effects do not come in- 
to play during their operation.

Modification* of Iron. 


Add carbon to pure iron, and it be- 


comes steel. 
Atld a hydrocarbon to 


Iron, and steel itself becomes so ex- 
tensively moclilied that its properties 
are not recognizable. Thus steel may 
be soft as pure iron. Add hydrogen in 
varying <)uautity, and it bas the quali- 
ty of resilience, as in the watch spring, 
or the quality of tenacity, as in the 
knife or razor, or may be given nearly 
all the hardness of a diamond, as in a 
file. With steel at a low temperature, 
from 400 to 450 degrees F., edge tools 
are produced and color in the yellow 
shades; from 500 to 523 degrees various 
sorts of springs are, produced, coloi 
blue, while by heating Iron to white- 
ness and plunging it into water, which 
is mainly composed of hydrogen, files 
are produced or forms even harder.

stage.

capped trio we see peering out of tbe 
windows of the diiilnj,' car as it slips 
into the station. 
All the other em- 


ployees of tlie train come into contact 
with passengers and have interesting 
experiences, but these are confined in 
the galley and are eager for scant 
glimpses at tbe station. 
Sometimes 


the car has a little balcony at the end, 
where they can escape the heat of 
their quarters, a needed relief in sum- 
mer time. 


The waiters have a pantry adjoining 


the kitchen and opening into it only 
by the little square window with a 
counter on either side. When your or- 
der is given and the waiter disappears, 
this is where he has gone. 
Here are 


kept supplies of dishes and silver, and 
here It is the waiter makes up the 
dishes of cakes, fruit and cheese you 
call for witli which to tie up the ends 
of your appetite.

In long 
journeys there are commissary sta- 
tions along the way where the car may 
be restocked, but this is seldom neces- 
sary except with such perishables as 
cream anil milk. Have you ever heard 
a porter agitating that subject with 
station employees at Buffalo or else- 
where? That means the emergency 
has arisen in the dining car. 
Such 


things might easily happen in a larder 
where Ueuinniis are irregular and mar- 
kets scores of miles away. It is a won- 
der they do not happen oftener when 
we reflect that economy in perishable 
things is exacted from the steward 
housekeeper.

To Dwarf Trees. 


To dwarf trees as the Chinese do you 


must follow their methods. They take 
a young plant, say a seedling or a cut- 
ting of cedar when two or three inches 
high, cut oir its taproot as soon as it 
kas enough other rootlets to live upon 
and replant it iu a shallow pot or pan, 
allowing the end of the taproot to rest 
upon the bottom of tlie pan. Alluvial 
clay molded to the size of beans and 
just sufficient in quantity to furnish a 
scanty nourishment is then put into 
the pot. Water, heat and light are per- 
mitted on the same basis. 


The Chinese also use various me- 


chanical contrivances to promote sym- 
metry of growth. 
As, owing to the 


shallow pots, both top and roots are 
easily accessible, the gardener uses the 
pruning knife and the searing iron 
freely, so that the little tree, hemmed 
on every side, eventually gives up tbe 
unciiu.il struggle and, contenting Itself 
with the little life left, grows just 
enough to live and look well.

In a memoir on the origin of tbe au- 


»ora borealis Professor Arrbenius gives 
u theory of the formation of the tails 
of comets. A comet revolves around 
the sun under the influence of the at- 
traction of gravitation. The comet's 
tail usually points directly away from 
the sun as if repelled by that body. 
The force of repulsion can be calculat- 
ed. The cause of the repulsion has so 
far been unexplained. 
The electro 


magnetic theory of light (Clerk Max- 
well'sl involves the consequence that 
a pressure is produced iu the direction 
of the propagation of any wave of 
light, and this pressure can be calcu- 
lated. 


The radiant energy of the sun can 


also be computed. It follows that the 
pressure away from the sun on a body 
of unit density and a cubic centimeter 
in dimension is such as lo make it lose 
about one ten-thousandth part of its 
weight. Spectrum analysis shows that 
tbe tails of comets are made up of gas- 
eous hydrocarbon compounds. 
liea- 


Konable assumptions as to Hie sixes, 
etc., 
of the molecules of such gases 


give a basis Cor calculation. The gen- 
eral result is that as a comet approach- 
es the sun the solid or liquid hydrocar- 
bons of its head arc vaporized by heat 
The larger particles fall toward the 
sun. 
The' very smallest are repelled 


,o form Ihe tail. 
If the head of the 


comet is homogeneous, -only one tail 
will be formed; if heterogeneous, a mul- 
tiple tail.

Before the 
verdict was announced by Deputy 
Prothonotary Russell the court stated 
that there should be no expression of 
emotion or excitement of any kind, 
and if any persons created any excite- 
ment they should be brought befoie 
the court. The verdict was then an- 
nounced as follows; "We find the de- 
fendant, George B. Cooper, not guilty 
as to the first count, in indictment No

fused, and the defendant, George B. 
Cooper, was ordered to be brought 
into court for sentence. When Cooper 
appeared before the court he was a&k- 
ed if he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be imposed upon him, 
to which he replied that he had noth- 
ing further to say than what had been 
said. The court then said, We are of 
the opinion that you have had a fair 
trial and the jurors were not prejV- 
dieed, as they returned a verdict of not 
guilty on the count charging you with 
assault with intent to kill. You owe 
much to your learned counsel, who de- 
fended you in an able manner. 
The 


court is of the opinion that you are the 
man who fired that shot. If there were 
any mitigating circumstances we might 
not impose the full sentence, but as 
such is not tbe case, and as a warning 
to all other persons who might con- 
template highway robbery, and especi 
ally to protect persons traveling on 
the railroad, that they may travel 
with safety, we give you the full sen- 
tence. We sentence you on indictment 
No. 4, November sessions, 1901, to pay 
all the costs, S507 33, a fine of $100 to 
the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
for the use of Bedford county, and to 
undergo imprisonment in the Western 
penitentiary at solitary confinement 
for a period of ten years, and on No 5, 
November sessions, 1901, to pay the 
costs, S15,a fine of §50 to the common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, for the use of 
Bedford county.and undergo imprison- 
ment in the Western penitentiary at 
solitary confinement for a period of 
fcur years.
